We are told, that they have in the Hofpitals of 
^aris human Calculi weighing 34 Taris Ounces: 
But this in Trinity Library, eyen ar prefent, weighs 
34 Paris Ounces all but 9 Grains; and muft have 
weighed confidcrably more when it was whole. Yet 
theie are perhaps the heavieft that are any-v>^here re- 
corded 3 except that very extraordinary one mentioned 
by Dr Lijier, in his Journey to Paris, p. 232 5 which 
he fays was taken from a Monk A.D. i6po. and 
weighs fi Ounces. 

This Hiftory may confirm to U3the Ufefulnefsof 
endeavouring to relieve the Violence of Pain in th s 
Diftemper, by altering the Pofition of the Stone- in 
the Bladder/ either with the Help of xhc Catheter, 
or by fome proper Alteration in the Pofture of the 
Patient 5 finco, with refped to the Pain which it 
occafions, the Situation of the Stone appears to be 
of far greater Confequence than its Size.

XXIII has given feveral Figures of Petrefadions, very much re- 
fembling theft Dudley Foffils ; the firft was found at Sterne^ a 
Village in the Neighbourhood of Faderborn^ given him by Dr, 
Kcenigy which he took for a fort oi Pclypus marinus ; he fays it is 
an Animal unknown to him, but he gives thofe Figures of it, in 
hopes that fome curious Perfons, who live near the Sea, may light 
upon fome Animal refembling thi?. The Bcjdy of this Stone, he 
fays, has, on each Side three firiated Lobes, 'and three pointed 
Jppendices beneath ; its inner Subflance is white, being SekmteSj or 
white Spar 1 Its Colour on the Outfide is every-where brown. His 
Friend Lirjc^ had fent him Specimens of thefe Scones 6 Years be- 
fore, fome modell'd in Wax, others engraved upon Copper.
